A Changing Of The Guard For Chamber

Town Councilor Daniel Lacienski said at presstime 
today he would invoke the emergency preamble during 
a special council meeting scheduled for Wednesday 
night, April 20th to ensure additional funding for the 
town's veteran's office. 

Lacienski's strong reaction at Tuesday night's 
regular meeting of Town Council followed a memoran¬ 
dum from Veteran's Agent Ruth Fields. Mrs. Fields 
said the agency has expended all funding and needs 
$18,000 to finance immediate expenses. 

The memorandum noted the shortfall was attributed 
to exhausted unemployment benefits for veterans of 
World War II. 

"We're taking about whether a guy is going to have 
something to eat for this week,'' Lacienski said. 
"There's no doubt in my mind that if anything war¬ 
ranted an emergency preamble this is it. 

Town Manager Edward A. Caba said he had no 
doubt of the agency's legitimate request for more 
funds, adding, "The agency's budget is established 
with ideal conditions in mind. These conditions do not 
fit our recent economy." 

Caba also noted many other area veterans agencies 
were undergoing similar problems with funding. 

With the emergency preamble, the cash shortage 
could be resolved with a single Town Council vote of 
support.

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Spring Cleanup Slated 

The Agawam Department of Public .Works has an¬ 
nounced to residents that the lannual spring cleanup 
will be conducted from May 9th to 19th. 

Materials to be collected are solid wastes including 
but not limited to rubber tires, automobile parts, 
demolition waste, plumbing fixtures, furniture, mat¬ 
tresses, bedsprings, refrigerators, stoves, water 
heaters, metal pipes, and other bulky wastes. 

Materials specifically excluded from this collection 
are rubbish, garbage, liquid wastes of any kind, 
automobile chassis, bodies and motors, tree stumps, 
branches, brush, lawn clippings, leaves and hedge 
trimmings. 

Materials to be collected must be placed on the 
treebelt by 7 a m, of the day of the scheduled collec¬ 
tion and shall be placed separate and apart from the 
regular household rubbish. All small or loose items 
must be placed in plastic bags or in containers having 
a maximum capacity of 30 gallons.

More High School Building Sought

The School Committee has authorized the School 
Building Committee to seek approval from Town 
Manager Edward Caba for additional projects to be 
completed at the high school. Funds for these projects 
have already been approved for bonding in the original 
$4 million bonding for the addition to that school. 

According to School Business Manager James Coon, 
of the original bonding, $3,560,000 has been spent 
However, there are several projects which were put 
aside to be sure funds held out for first-priority items, 
he said. These are the projects the building committee 
would like to complete now with the remaining half 
million dollars. 

Coon explained that the proposed projects are ones 
that should be done anyway, and by doing them with 
these funds, the town can save about half the cost 
because of state assistance. 

Among the projects proposed for completion are in¬ 
sulating and re-roofing the remaining two sections of 


the high school roof, about 18,500 square feet. The 
committee also wants to replace exterior doors and 
hardware, replace interior smoke barriers, replace 
lights in both the boys' and girls' gyms, and replace ap¬ 
proximately two-thirds of the cafteria windows with 
Kalwall. 

Other projects to be completed are ‘he addition of 
600 amps to those already available <n the cafeteria 
which has no spare amperage and can be overloaded 
at times, addition of equipment for industrial arts, 
science, social studies, and home economics courses, 
additional data processing equipment, and the in¬ 
stallion of new emergency lights 

Modifications to the high schooi auditorium to be 
completed include replacement of curtains, control 
board, lighting, and the lighting system 

Coon noted that work on these projects is expected 
to be done this summer

Caba said he felt the raises proposed by the council 
were "very generous" and when asked if the raises 
were enough, Caba responded, "The council shouldn't 
become too generous " 

In past contract negotiations with town employees 
Caba said he averaged salary increases slightly under 
7 percent, but noted department heads averaged 5 1/2 
percent. 

Caba has argued against across the board percen 
tage increases, stating, "It costs every one the same 
amount of money to buy the same loaf of bread. A set 
percentage on a smaller salary doesn't let the little guy 
keep pace." 

However, Caba maintains that the salary differen¬ 
tials between regular town work’ers and department 
heads are still significant enough to provide incentive 
for workers to attain higher positions. 

While Caba's salary has been set for fiscal 1983-84, 
Council President Donald Rheault asked Caba to sub¬ 
mit a list of goals to give the council direction for 
future years.

"Once registration has been completed, I intend to 
devise activities suited to the ages of the majority of 
the campers.

Kunasek points out that the day camp is not a built- 
in babysitting service. If an unforeseen problem arises, 
he says campers will be bussed home immediately. 

Agawam residents interested in having their children 
participate in this summer day camp program are 
urged to pick up their registration forms as soon as 
possible beginning Monday, April 25th from 12:30 to 
4:30 at the Parks and Recreation office in the Town 
Hall Annex, 36 Main Street. 

Registration will be limited to the first 300 campers, 
and the registration fee is non-refundable

Successful Open House At Ag. Post Office

A successful open house took place Saturday, April 
16th at the Agawam Post Office at 723 Main Street. 
From 11:00 A.M. to 2:00 P.M., Agawam Postmaster 
Lillian Giles warmly greeted visitors of all ages, while 
members of the staff conducted tours and explained 
how mail is handled. 

Mrs. Giles was pleased with the turnout because 
many local residents received a better understanding 
of the postal service and also had the opportunity to 
view behind-the-scenes activity -and meet postal 
employees. 

Pat Buoniconti, superintendent of Postal Operations 
at the Agawam Post Office, remarked that the turnout 
was excellent for the first open house ever held at the 
facility. Postal employee Mike Delucchi stated that 
95% of the people attending were never in a post office 
mail room before and showed an interest in how the 
mail was handled. 

Curious adults were shown their various street ad¬ 
dress slots where their mail was sorted prior to delivery 
and were able to ask many questions. The Agawam 
staff, including clerks and letter carriers, agreeably ex¬ 
plained mail procedures. 

Refreshments were served, some by Colonial 
Caterers, and others baked by post office employees' 
families and friends. Youngsters received balloons and 
lollipops to take home.

A display was featured showing the history of the 
Agawam Post Office from the 1920's and 30's, and 
photographs were on display showing many familiar 
faces attending the dedication of the building on Satur¬ 
day, October 30, 1965. 

A philatelic display was also set up showing the 
latest 1982 and 1983 commemorative stamps prized 
by collectors. Recent issues of the four designs of 
balloon stamps created a lot of interest.

An open house cachet of particular 
interest was a pre-cancelled envelope dated April 16, 
1983 with the commemorative 1982 LOVE issue hand¬ 
ed out as a memento of the Open House.

History records that the first post office in the Main 
Street section of town was opened January 13, 1815, 
on South Main Street with John Norman, a former 
soldier in the revolution, as postmaster. Mail was 
brought in by stage to Norman's home, and residents 
picked it up there. 

In 1900, rural delivery service started and the first 
rounds were made with a horse and buggy. A Model T 
Ford was used later, and in 1954, house delivery 
began. Today the Agawam Post Office serves twelve 
city routes using the familiar mail trucks.

Fire-Wise Spring Cleaning 


The birds are back from the south the crocuses are 
in bloom...your income tax is past due There's no 
disputing any more that spring has sprung With spring 
comes that annual ritual called spring cleaning. If you 
haven't gone through your house in search of winter 
debris by now, you'd better hurry Not only are your 
neighbors starting to talk about you, but you could be 
sharing your home with a number of fire hazards. 

How much paper are you keeping? Old newspapers 
cardboard boxes you'll never use and similar detritus^ 
How many old cleaning rags have become saturated 
with flammables like cleaning fluid, snow blower fuel 
or shoe polish? In a closet, attic or corner of the base¬ 
ment, a pile of such material is an invitation to spon¬ 
taneous combustion. Put them in a metal garbage can, 
slam down the lid and get rid of them! 

Newspapers can be sold to recycling firms in most 
communities for a few dollars a ton - or save yoursel 
the aggravation and announce to your area Boy bcou 
troop that your papers are there for the taking. 

Have your winter appliances inspected by repairmen 
before you put them away. If there's a hazardous 
defect in your space heater or electric blanket, it II only 
cost more to have it fixed in the fall, .and incom¬ 
parably more if the appliance sets your house on tire 
next winter! Snow throwers should be tuned, adjusted 
and drained of fuel before they're put away for the 
summer. 

This is a good time to edit all of your possessions. 
Items you never use are just more things to catch fire 
-or to trip over if you're escaping from something else 
that has caught fire. Rent a mini-storage room for a 
few dollars and get the miscellany out from under foot. 
Better yet, get rid of it entirely. Give it to charity or hold 
a garage sale some fine weekend. 

Not only is a garage sale a fine way to meet your 
neighbors, but you can use the money to put new bat¬ 
teries in your smoke detectors, recharge your old fire 
extinguisher or put an escape ladder on the upstairs 
bedroom. Test your smoke detectors; push the test but¬ 
ton and make sure the detector sounds. Then blow out 
a candle under the unit or hold a cigarette near it and 
make sure it responds. 

Spring cleaning is another good way to inventory 
and inspect all your appliances. Worn-plugs and exten¬ 
sion cords? Repair or replace. Too many plugs on one 
outlet? Extension cords required for every day ap¬ 
pliances like lamps and TV? Maybe this is the year to 
have those extra outlets installed by a licensed electri¬ 
cian.

would be paid by the chosen developer of the site. 

The citizens also noted they had communicated with 
a development company, which, in addition to pay¬ 
ment for the bond, “would pay for municipal services 
such as sewer and water installation, property taxes, 
and still pay a feee to the town for the right to develop 
the land." 

While the citizens' group would not identify the 
developer credited with the offer, the Zielenski 
brothers, of Zielenski Brothers Construction Company, 
had appeared in the past with the group before the 
council to argue in favor of opening bids for develop¬ 
ment of the land. 

Moreno claimed his group could not identify the 
development group or “its intentions right down to the 
penny because this would have an adverse effect on 
the bidding." 

The only question raised on the WestMass proposal 
following the citizens' presentation was by Councilor 
Daniel Lacienski, who questioned whether the town 
had an agreement with WestMass Corp. at this time. 

Town Manager Edward A. Caba told Lacienski the 
town does- not have an agreement with WestMass "as 
far as the $600,000 state grant for road construction 
on the Bowles property is concerned." 

Received Grant in August 

The town received this grant in August from the ad¬ 
ministration of former Governor Edward J. King 

After a long and bitter controversy over the proposed 
industrial park, WestMass purchased the land: from the 
Republican Company (Springfield Newspapers) and 
took title in its corporate name. 

Over the past several months WestMass has cleared 
portions of the land, including several structures once 
used by local aviators to house their airplanes.

Agawam's Ed Connors 
Invaluable Asset To 
Growing Riverside Park 

On most typical early mornings, Edward Connors of 
South Westfield Street can be found over at Nick's 
Restaurant in Feeding Hills Center enjoying a hot 
breakfast with one of many friends, discussing local 
sports, political issues, or how he would solve several 
of the world's problems. 

A Watchful Eye 

This same Ed Connors, a bit later in the morning, is 
found supervising, eyeballing, and roaming the Main 
Street confines of Riverside Amusement Park. Especial¬ 
ly at this time of year. 

As director of merchandising and game operations 
for New England's largest family amusement park, the 
life-long resident of this town plays a major role in the 
smooth, day-to-day workings of Riverside Park. 

Connors supervises over 208 employees in his 
department alone, many of whdm are young people 
who work at the park during its April-through- 
September run. Out of Riverside's 1,000 seasonal 
employees, approximately 90 percent of them are ages 
17-21, says Connors. 

Naturally, one of Agawam's most valuable business 
resources also is the town's major employer of young 
adults during the summer months. 

Connors believes in kids. His background reflects 
that feeling. Connors is probably more directly respon¬ 
sible for putting Agawam's young people fo work than 
any single person in town.

Amending Your Tax Return 

If after filing your tax return, you discover that you 
have made an error, you will have to amend your return 
by filing Federal Form 1040-X. This form has two sides 
and should be much easier to complete than the 
original tax form. 

The form has three columns. The first is for listing 
the amounts that you originally used in preparing your 
tax return; the third column is for listing the correct 
amount. The middle column is for the difference, and it 
must be explained on side 2 of the form. 

Side 1 will deal only in totals, such as total income, 
and total deductions. You have great latitude in how 
you explain the differences on side 2. The main thing is 
that the IRS will be able to understand the nature of the

Connors normally begins his day during the regular 
season at 9 a.m. and does not call it quits until approx¬ 
imately 1 a.m. He is responsible for the operation of 30 
games in the park and 12 merchandise locations. 

Last winter, Connors toured the Far East for three 
weeks to inspect factories where several of the park's 
stuffed animal products have their birth. He also has 
visited amusement parks throughout the country to 
gather and exchange ideas to improve the quality of 
games and merchandise at Riverside.

changes. In some cases it may be advantageous to at¬ 
tach corrected copies of the schedules, as they would 
have been prepared on the original return. If you are 
self-employed, and the correction changes your self 
employment tax, it is advisable to submit a new 
schedule "SE" as the IRS will have to report the change 
to the social security administration. 

In computing the corrected tax, you will have to note 
if it is computed from the tax rate schedules, tax 
tables, or from Schedule "G". 

After completing the form and determining if you 
owe additional tax, or have a refund coming, it will pro-' 
bably take the IRS about two months to process, 
depending on the time of year you mail the form to 
them. 

If the correction affects your Mass, return, you will 
have to complete Mass. Form 33, and if you are re¬ 
questing a refund, you will also have to complete 
Mass. Form CA-6. With Mass, you will not be so lucky; 
they will take six months to a year to process your cor¬ 
rected form. 

For both Federal and Massachusetts, because your 
correction of your tax return takes place after April 
15th, interest will be charged on any taxes that you 
owe; or, if you are entitled to a refund, interest will be 
added to your refund to be received.

In our experience with Agawam politics, we 
have found thct passions and instinct often 
govern the situation at hand. 

Such is the case over the town's participa¬ 
tion in the Hampden County regional dog pro¬ 
gram. 

For a very long time, Agawam has balked 
at joining. 

There are several reasons for this, not the 
least being that Agawam's experience over 
the years with regional programs has stirred 
much anxiety from officials here (especially 
those elected every two years to both the 
Town Council and School Committee). 

Our experiences with regional programs 
such as Bondi's Island and the constant irrita¬ 
tion to Agawam caused by regional agencies 
on the Route 57 extension, among others, fur¬ 
ther fuel the fires against the town's par¬ 
ticipating in a dog program governed by the 
county. 

Although Hampden County cannot be 
faulted for this, the bad taste remains. 

There has also been a large ambiguity over 
how much it will cost the town to be involved. 
Hampden County Commissioner Thomas 
O'Connor and County Dog Officer Paul 
Fieldstad told councilors Agawam would pay 
$28,000 per year, but as pointed out by Town 
Councilor Jack Shaughnessy, this figure was 
not written into the contract. 

Another factor against the county program 
is the town's current program, headed by San¬ 
to DeSpirit of Congamond Kennels of 
Southwick. 

While Mr. DeSpirit has not completely curb¬ 
ed the town's most alarming dog problems, 
he certainly has put a dent into it, at a cost 
much lower than the county program. 

Councilors seem impressed with Mr. 
DeSpirit and his caring for the animals. If he 
was failing to do the job, we are certain that 
more support would exist for the county plan 
on the council. 

A shadow which has also hung heavy over 
Agawam's saying yes or no is the reluctance 
of many sister communities to ink an agree¬ 
ment with the county. 

Outside the City of Springfield, many of the 
suburbs have either been ice cold or luke 
warm at best; this, too, has played on the 
minds of elected officials here. 

Indeed, the county dog control plan has 
merits. But in Agawam, anyway, there are 
many negative factors wearing down 
its chances of approval. 

While county dog control may very well 
pass here, we would be most surprised if it 
survived the many hills and dales still facing 


Dukakis' Local Aid Proposal 


Bias In Insurance Industry 

Over the past few weeks the insurance committee, 
on which I serve, has been concerned with legislation 
that would prohibit discrimination in insurance prac¬ 
tices. 

A public hearing was held on March 14th which saw 
one of the largest turnouts of people wishing to testify 
at any hearing this year. 

The insurance industry presently uses sex-biased ac¬ 
tuarial tables to determine rates and plans. This prac¬ 
tice costs women considerably more money than men 
because, on the average, women have a longer life ex¬ 
pectancy than men. 

One analysis, using the insurance industry's own 
figures, indicates that a women pays approximately 
$17,000 more for insurance in a lifetime than a man, 
simply because she is female. 

Advocates of this bill contend that sex should not be 
used as a determining factor any more than race or 
religion are. Passage of this bill will rectify the present 
inequity by providing that no insurance shall 
discrimate in rates, benefits or availability of policies 
against in individual on the basis of sex, race, color, 
religion, or natural origin, or use statistical tables 
which treat one individual differently from another. 

Similar legislation has been filed in other state 
legislatures and at the federal level as well. Use of sex- 
based acturarial tables has been found unlawful in 
court decisions concerning pensions. 

The Civil Rights Act of 1964 forbids group or class 
discrimination. Massachusetts recently banned dif¬ 
ferent car insurance rates for men and women which 
favored young female drivers. The present bill was in¬ 
spired to make insurance policies equitable. 

The bill had the support of Governor Michael 
Dukakis, the Attorney General's office and Secretary of 
Consumer Affairs' office. 

The insurance committee gave the bill a favorable 
report in an executive session held last week. The bill 
will be carefully monitored before reaching the Senate 
and House floors and hopefully, will become law in the 
near future. 

It is a necessary means to eliminate the unfair prac¬ 
tices that have existed for many years. 

MeSconion Named To 
Special! Committee 

Senator Linda J. Melconian, D-Springfield, announc¬ 
ed today her appointment by Senate President William 
M. Bulger to the joint House-Senate Special Committee 
to examine the rules which govern both the House and 
the Senate. 

The joint committee, established the the rules reform 
package recommended by the McGovern Committee, 
consists of Senators Patricia McGovern, Chairman, 
Jack Brennan, Anna Buckley, David Locke and Linda 
Melconian. Speaker McGee has not yet made House 
appointments to the joint committee, however, majori¬ 
ty leader George Keverian is expected to be named 
chairman. Senator Melconian is the only freshman ap¬ 
pointed by the Senate President and is the only member 
to serve from Western Massachusetts. 

In accepting the appointment Senator Linda Melco¬ 
nian expressed her hope that the joint committee 
would recommend that the filing of legislation carry¬ 
over from session to session. "The present system in 
which bills must be refiled each calendar year is ineffi¬ 
cient and serves no real purpose. Bills should continue 
on their own merit throughout a legislative term. I 
believe this would cut down on legislative costs of prin¬ 
ting the same bills each year and would eliminate the 
excessive bureaucratic paper work that results from an¬ 
nual refiling. Late night sessions and hastily made 
decisions by weary senators and House members are 
necessitated by the fact that the bills die at the end of a 
calendar year." Carry-over legislation between the first 
and second years of a legislative term would also give 
legislators the needed flexibility to develop more com¬ 
prehensive and technically correct legislative pro¬ 
posals. 

In addition to examining the carry-over provision, 
the joint committee will look at the joints rules govern¬ 
ing the procedures of joint standing committees and 
committees of conference. 

Since taking office January 5th, freshman Senator 
Melconian has been a strong advocate of rules 
changes in the legislature "as an on-going process." 
She believes that rules reform reflects upon the 
credibility and integrity of the legislature as an institu¬ 
tion, and that the evaluation of the legislative rules 
and procedures "is evolutionary rather than revolu¬ 
tionary." 


Governor Dukakis last week unveiled his proposal 
for distributing local aid to the cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth This year, as you probably know, 
Dukakis has dedicated $151.2 million of new local aid 
over last year's amount. $151.2 million represented 
roughly 40% of new revenue in the state's growth 
taxes. 

Local aid of course is the money which is returned 
back to the 351 cities and towns to offset higher local 
tax levies. Since the advent of Proposition 2/i local aid 
is the single most important item and over the past 
three years has come back to municipalities in record 
amounts. 

In his proposal the Governor calls for amending his 
original House 1 recommendation which provides a 
reserve of $151.2 million of which $145 million would 
be in new direct aid and also providing $6.2 million to 
fully fund regional school transportation. House 1 
would be further amended to provide $2.5 million of 
the well known art lottery "Megabucks" receipts be 
directed toward public library aid and $4.1 million to 
reimburse cities and towns assessed by M(3TA which 
receive no service. 

This proposal is not the permanent formula Dukakis 
had hoped to work out by this time, much this proposal 
applies only to Fiscal Year 1984. Two major points in 
the legislation provide that for this fiscal year only, 
total aid to each city and town would be the amount it 
received in FY 1983 from Ch. 70 and additional 
assistance plus its share of the $145 million in new aid. 
Secondly within the total amount for each city and 
town, as much of the increase as necessary would be 
used to fund Ch. 70, calculated as amended and the 
balance would be distributed as additional aid. A fur¬ 
ther provision would change Ch. 70 "save harmless" 
amounts, decreasing them by 10%. 

Looking at the proposal one must realize that any 
distribution formula is an inherently political tool no 
matter how much the Governor and legislative leaders 
call it "fair and equitable." A look at the figures reveal 
that once again the formula favors the larger eastern 
communities. The eight communities which make up 
th Third Hampden District made out rather well 
regardless. 

In the end though, these figures are not set in con¬ 
crete and are still subject to change. As the wise old 
veteran who preceded me in this office used to fre¬ 
quently say, "The Governor proposes and the

Preventing Auto Theft 

Each year, more than a million vehicles are stolen in 
the United States - about one vehicle every 30 seconds. 

Car theives, like home burglars, generally have an 
easy time of it. Their thievery is made simple by car 
owners who obligingly leave doors unlocked (in four 
out of five cases of auto theft) or who leave keys in the 
ignition (in one out of five cases). 

Though professional car thieves have entered the 
field in increasing numbers, most cars are still taken by 
amateurs who can be stopped fairly easily. You can 
greatly increase your protection against this type of 
crime by taking the following sensible precautions. 

*Never leave your keys in an unattended car, even 
while running a quick errand, and always lock your car. 

*Potential car thieves often note identification 
numbers printed on ignition keys and can obtain 
duplicates through car dealers by presenting the key 
number, posing as the car's owner. Car dealers or 
locksmiths can punch out these numbers from your 
keys, eliminating this problem. Before having this 
done, however, record these numbers in a safe place in 
case you need duplicates. 

*Never attach a tag with your name and address to a 
key ring. If the keys are lost or stolen, the tag will lead 
the thief directly to your car - and your home. While 
you're at it, only leave the ignition key with a parking 
attendant. A dishonest parking lot attendant may have 
house keys duplicated and sell them, along with your 
name and address, for a tidy profit. 

*Avoid leaving an auto unattended in public parking 
lots for an extended period of time. A car is five times 
more likely to be stolen from an unattended lot than 
from the street or an attended lot. 

*At night, park in well-lighted areas with pedestrian 
traffic. Auto thieves don't like working in spots where 
they are clearly visible. 

*Whenever possible, turn wheels sharply toward the 
curb when parking, making it extra difficult for thieves 
to tow your car. 

*Lock all doors and roll up windows whenever leav¬ 
ing the car unattended. Be sure vent windows, a 
favorite means of forced entry for thieves, are shut 
tight.

*When you park the car, remove CB, tape deck or 
other valuable possession from the seat. These items 
tempt thieves and should be locked in the trunk. If 
possible, also remove the CB antenna and stow it in the 
trunk. 

*With an electric engraver, etch your social security 
or operator's license number on CBs, tape decks and 
similar items. Consider engraving the same number in 
several places under the hood, on car doors, trunk lid 
or other conspicuous places so that a positive iden¬ 
tification can be made of your vehicle if it is recovered 
after theft. 

*Record your vehicle identification number (located 
on a small metal plate on the dashboard) and store it in 
a safe place. 

*Never leave the automobile registration or your 
driver's license inside the car. Carry these items in your 


wallet. If you don't, thieves will be able to produce 
legitimate documents when stopped by police 

*Consider the purchase and installation of security 
devices, such as: 

Interior hood lock and release. 

A second ignition switch or "kill switch" which 
prevents electrical current from reaching the coil or 
distributor. 

A fuel switch which prevents fuel from reaching the 
carburetor. 

A locking gas cap. 

An alarm device which will activate a siren, horn or 
lights - or all three - to frighten the thief away before he 
is able to steal your car.

Where Are They Now? 

Ed Mason: A Man 
For All Seasons! 

By Bob Hrycay 


When scanning the career of Agawam sports legend 
Eddie Mason, one arrives at this immediate conclu¬ 
sion: Ed Mason has done it all. 

Low Key Guy 

A low key guy on and off the field, Mason let his 
talent do the talking and perhaps, of any local sports 
figure, he can claim the title as Agawam's all-time "Mr 
Versatility." 

Moreover, Ed Mason has excelled at everything he's 
undertaken in the field of sports. As a youngster grow¬ 
ing up in Feeding Hills, his midget baseball teams 
dominated the diamonds. 

At Agawam High School, he was an all-star per¬ 
former in football, baseball, and track, and dabbled a 
bit on the basketball court. 

He later became a champion boxer during his col¬ 
lege and army days. Following school, he distinguish¬ 
ed himself as a molder of young athletes as a football, 
wrestling and hockey coach. 

Now the chairman of the physical education depart¬ 
ment at Technical High School where he has served 
since 1959, Mason, the first of six members of the 
family to be honored with the captainship of Agawam 
football teams covering four decades, graciously 
reminisced about his long sporting life. 

Behind a great player is ususally a great coach and 
Mason's first was Aimee Levesque, whose Agawam 
Brownie midget baseball teams were the scourge of 
Western Mass, throughout the 1930's. 

Among his teammates on these midget squads were 
Bob Healy and a smallish second baseman named 
Margaret Arnold. In a time when women's liberation 
was unheard of in this area, little Maggie "was ac¬ 
cepted because she was always there," Mason recalls. 

Harmon Smith was next on the line of great coaches 
who would influence Mason's life. "I met him one day 
while I was walking home. He asked me to come out 
for football, so I did," Mason said. 

As a freshman in 1937 and with no jobs available for 
a youngster during the Great Depression, he took a 
spot on Smith's team as a halfback on Smith's Knute 
Rockne inspired box-formation offense. 

"Those were mythical teams," he says of those grid 
squads which boasted several all-time Agawam High 
greats such as Joe Pisano, Healy, Ed Neilson, Emile 
Daglio, Fred Jeserski, Ralph Heywood, Leo DeForge, 
and John Walker. 

By his sophomore year, Mason was receiving 
newspaper recognition as one of the top blocking 
backs in the area. One picture gave away a family 
secret. 

Eddie explained. His mother, who always felt that 
football was too tough to play, didn't know that her 
oldest son was playing for Agawam High. But when 
she found his face in the newspaper even with the 
name "Henry Mason" in the cutline, she was most 
upset. Later, Mrs. Mason would become an avid 
Brownie rooter. 

Blocking For Joltin Joe 

With "Joltin Joe" Pisano carrying the pigskin and 
Mason, a piledriving 5-10, 190 pounds serving as the 
battering ram, the Brownies carved out consecutive 
Western Mass, crowns in 1939 and 1940, including a 
perfect 8-0 season the later year where Pisano tallied a 
record 152 individual points. , 

In his senior year of 1941-1942 Mason, now the 
team's captain and leader, proved he was one hell of a 
ballcarrier himself, grinding out 135 yards on 18 car-

By the time he graduated in 1950, Mason knew he 
wanted to become a coach and it was Solem who 
recommended him for an assistant's position at West 
Springfield High. The Terriers asked Springfield Col¬ 
lege for their best football man and Mason was the ob¬ 
vious choice. 

In 1951, Mason assumed the head coaching job, 
replacing Garrett Clark. True to form, a year late he 
piloted the Terriers to an A A Conference title. They 
repeated in 1957. 

Still in his late twenties. Mason stood across the 
sidelines from his old mentor, Harm Smith. He says, 
"When I was playing at Agawam, the West Side- 
Agawam game was always a vicious rivalry. When I 
was at West Side, though, it became a more friendly 
rivalry because I had respect for the Agawam players." 

In 1959 Mason took on another challenge as the new 
head football coach at Tech High in Springfield and he 
led the Tigers back to respectability before stepping 
down after the 1975 season. 

Also during that period he served as hockey coach 
where he picked up some pointers from former Boston 
Bruin great and Springfield Indians owner, Eddie Shore. 

During his 26 years in the coaching ranks, Mason 
borrowed bits and pieces from his old mentors, Leves¬ 
que, Smith and Solem, noting, "Sometimes you have to 
challenge kids and sometimes you have to pat them on 
the back." 

Eddie's sons, Jerry, Steve, and Tony later carried on 
the Mason tradition of Agawam High captains on the 
gridiron. Two other sons, David and Matty, also excell¬ 
ed at AHS on the gridiron as well as other sports. Ed¬ 
die s brother, Jerry, also produced two future AHS 
athletes, Jerry and Roger. 

His family, including his wife of 30 years, Mary, and 
his lone daughter, Sandra, are Eddie's pride and joy. 
Mary and he have seven grandchildren. 

Some of the lessons Eddie has taken from his sports 
journal are "Be your own man," "Do your job right," 
and "Always give 100 percent." Always one to meet 
new challenges, his hobbies include carpentry. He us¬ 
ed these talents to restore the old Whately Inn. He and 
his family also run a summer daycamp in that town.

ries to lead the club to a 19-7 come-from-behind win 
over Torrington, Connecticut. 

"I used to love to hit. It gave me a feeling of satisfac¬ 
tion and accomplishment to make a good block," he 
says. With Smith keeping his juices flowing, Mason 
became the team's catalyst. 

Known as a master psychologist, Harm "knew who 
to take on and who to pamper. But you hurt like hell 
inside if he didn't think well of you," he said. 

Eddie recalls a contest with Drury High in which the 
locals were trailing badly. "Harm was slinging out in¬ 
sults left and right. He came up to me and said, 
'Mason, you couldn't punch your fist through a wet 
paper bag'." 

Incited, the club rolled for five second half 
touchdowns to win going away. 

Along with being honored with All-Western Mass, 
selections for his junior and senior years on the 
gridiron, Mason met with similar success in baseball 
and track and field. 

As he recalls. Smith gave him the perfect reason for 
joining the track and field team. "What," Smith bellow¬ 
ed when he learned that Ed had free time in the spring 
months. "What the hell, if you're not doing nothing 
you might as well come out for track," Smith told 
Mason. He did. 

"Doing nothing" in Smith's eyes meant Mason was 
only the varsity catcher on the baseball team. He 
would later became an Agawam record holder in the 
discus, shotput, and in the javelin. 

With the help of Smith and local sportswriter George 
Springer after graduating in 1942, Mason won an 
athletic scholarship to Villanova University and par¬ 
ticipated in a sport he'd taken in a class at Agawam 
taught by Paul Langlois - boxing. 

As a 200-pounder at Villanova and later as a 
sergeant in the army, Mason became known as a 
devastating puncher. While stationed at Fort Bragg, he 
won the North Carolina Open, and for a time, he enter¬ 
tained thoughts of becoming a professional boxer. 

However, upon returning from active duty in the 
Pacific Theatre of World War II in 1946 to enter Spr¬ 
ingfield College, Mason once again found his own love 
- football. 

As the ace quarterback for Coach Ausee Solem and 
buoyed by many ex-high schoo l standouts who, like 

Mason, were in their early 
twenties and just out of 
the service, Solem's 
squads rolled up a string 
of impressive seasons.

To the disappointment of many racing fans. Mother 
Nature appeared to be somewhat uncooperative this 
weekend. Due to the large amount of rain which fell 
during the entire day Saturday, the grand opening.race 
at Riverside Park Speedway had to be cancelled. For¬ 
tunately, however, the rain had subsided by Sunday 
afternoon, allowing the running of the 12th Annual 
Spring Sizzler at Stafford Motor Speedway, a race 
which has been described as "the richest event in the 
history of spring."

Originally, Spencer was not scheduled to run in the 
Non-Qualifiers' Race, for earlier in the heats, he had 
achieved a qualifying position However, he was again 
disqualified because of his illegal carburetor, allowing 
Evans to race in the feature event. Yet because of the 
foct that the top two finishers in the Non-Qualifiers' 
Race would be permitted to race in the feature, Spencer 
did manage to enter the feature after all._ 
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In feature action, it was the 1982 track champion 
Greg Sacks to take down the win. Sacks also became 
the first driver ever to win the Sizzler after making a pit 
stop. While in the lead on lap 53, he had pitted to 
change all four of his tires, meaning he would have to 
rejoin the race at the end of the field. To no one's sur¬ 
prise, Sacks had regained his lead by lap 74. 

Finishing second in the event was Reggie Ruggerio. 
Brett Bodine came in third place, and Brian Ross and 
Ken Bouchard rounded out the top five. 

There were several caution flags throughout the 
race, the first of which came on the starting lap when 
George Summers spun out and caused several cars to 
hit the barrier on turn 4. The next major accident came 
on lap 1 1. George Kent came in contact with the con¬ 
crete wall in the first turn area, while Carl Pasteryak 
also spun close by, taking Corky Cookman and Charlie 
Jarzombek with him. Although there was some 
damage done to all cars involved, the drivers all re¬ 
mained in good condition. The last caution period was 
on lap 75, during which Rick Donnolly had spun into 
the infield and out across turns 1 and 2. 

An interesting part of the event was the presentation 
of special individual awards. The honor of having the 
most professional looking crew and car went to Dan 
Avery, who was also voted to have turned in the most 
impressive performance of the day. Corky Cookman 
won the press award for the most beautiful car, and 
once again, Jim Spencer was considered to be the most 
exciting driver.
